LONDON, October 25.—Mr. Gladstone tele-

THE QUEEN ON FIRE. 

LIVERPOOL, October 25.—IT'be National Line 
steamer The Queen, which arrived at this 
port Saturday from New York and which is 
lying at Alexandra Dock, is onfire. The fire 
is burning in three holds. Several engines 
are pouring water on the fames. Thesteamer 
is zradually sinking irom the weight of the 
water thrown into her. 

The fire originated in the cotton stowed on 
the steerage deck in No. 2 hold. The ship was 
filled with water and the flames were ex- 
tinguished.

ST. PETERSBURG, October 25.—The Czar and 
Czarina yesterday, at the unveiling of the 
monumentin memory of tho Russo-Turkish 
war, attended a lunch given by the officers of 


the army. The Czar, proposing a toast tothe 
officers, said: ‘‘In drinking to pn. permit me 
to wish you success and the full enjoyment of 
health in the future. I thank you for the 
hardships you underwert inthe war between 
Russia and Turkey, and I express these thauks 
ia tae name of bim who is no longer among us.

Bulgaria. 
RUSSIAN FRIGATES AT VARNA. 
VIENNA. October 25.—The Political Corre- 
spondenz has a telégram from Sofia saying 
that Russian frigates have arrived at Varna. 
The Buigarian Government puts no faith in 


the report and considers that it was invented 
with the object of intimidating the people. 

DE GIERS’ CIRCULAR TO THE POWERS. 
PARIS, October 25.—The Figaro says it is ex- 
ected that M. De Giers, Russian Minister of 
foreign Affairs, will issue a circular to the 

Powers, declaring that active measures are 
necessary to terminate the anarchy prevailing 
in Bulgaria, on the ground that it is dangerous 
to the peace of the Balkan States and ofiensive 
to Russia. 


The Dominion. 


GENERAL ELECTIONS. 

OTTAWA, Ont., October 25.—It is stated on 
good authority that Sir John Macdonald will 
bring on a general election for the Dominion 
this fall. The defeat of the Tory Government 
in Quebec, Sir John’s stronghold, which at 


the last general election gave him 77 per cent 
of the total representation of the prov- 
ince, has somewhat alarmed him, and, 
as one of bis leading supporters re- 
marked yesterday, he musttake advantage of 
the Ross Government being at the head of af- 
fairs, and bave general elections before that 
Government hands overthe keys of office. 
All the members of the Cabinet have been 
summoned to proceed to Ottawa next Friday. 
Lengthy meetings of the Cabinet were held 
Saturday to arrange for the campaign. There 
is great reaction in the country since the last 
general election, when Sir John was returned 
to power with an overwhetming majority, 
which reaction is daily growing stronger 
against the present Administration 
DIVIDING TERRITORIES INTO PROVINCES. 

WINNIPEG, October 25.—The Northwestern 
Territory Council has decided to appoint a 
committee of the elected members to devise a 
scheme for dividing the territories into prov- 
inces and securing a responsible government 
at the earliest possible moment, 

THE SHIP OWEN WRECKED. 

Capt. Hawes of the Hudson Bay Compa- 
ny’s ship Owen, arrived yesterday overiand 
from Hudson Bay. He reports that on the 
voyage from London to York Factory, while 
doubling Cape Churchill, a huge hurricane 
arose which drove the ship on the rocks, 
battering her sides in. The crew of thirteen 
and the passengers, consisting of a missionary 
and his family and a doctor, escaped to the 
shore safely, and made their way to York 
Factory by boats. The crew came overland 
atter enduring zreat hardships. The ship and 
cargo is a total loss. While coming from 
York Factory the party met Col. Gilder in 
company with aparty of voyageurs en route 
for Hudson Bay.

A MEAN TRICK, 


Chicago Milkmen on a Strike—The Loco- 
motive Engineers. 


DETROIT, Mich., October %5.—When the 
eight-hour movement was at its height last 
May, the employes of the Detroit Dry Dock 
Company, controlling three ship- yards in this 


county, struck forthe shorter day. A com- 
promise was effected, but frequently since 
then the company has had differences with its 
men, the chief point of complaint on the part 
of the employers being that the men had 
driven work to other Michigan ship-yards 
where wages were lower. A week ago some 
ship carpenters were brought from Maine. They 
were promised the highest wages, and it was 
claimed on the part of the company that the 
reason for the attempt to change their work- 
ingmen was the fact that the Maine ship car- 
penters were able to do about one-fifth more 
work per day than Detroit men in the same 
trade. It is said that the Knights of Labor, to 
which both the Detroit and Maine ship car- 
penters belong, paid the latter $1,000 to leave 
the county. Learning this, the Detroit Dr 
Dock Compan sub-let $100,000 of wor 
—ali it ha on hand—to . VV. 
Linn of Gibraltar, Warne County, and 
has 1 gone out of business, keeping 
open only its iron ship-yards at Wyandotte to 
finish work on hand, which no other company 
in Michigan has the plant to do. The Dry 
Dock Company officials say the work they lost 
previous to closing their two docks, because 
of discrimination against them in the matter 
of wages, would have amounted to $500,000. 
About 500 men are thrown out of work by the 
closing of the yards. The Knights of Labor, 
who are said to have paid the 
Maine men $1, to leave the 
county, were astounded to learn yesterday 
that the imported ship carpenters had brcken 
their promise and gone to work at the Gibral- 
tar ards, which takes the Detroit ship 
yards“ contracts. Several members of the 
local organization who have been spoken to 
about the matter are very indignant and say 
that some definite action will be taken soon 
with a view of disciplining the men who 
played this trick on them. 


Milkmen’s Strike. 


CHICAGO, October 25.—The milkmen em- 
ployed by the Phenix Distillery cattie owners 
have gone onastrike. They say they have 
not been paid for a monthand refused to 


work until they are paid. The cattle owners 
say their cattle are about dried up and that 
they do not require the services of their milk- 
men any further. Some of them say they, 
have no money to pay the men's wages, while 
others — that as long as they are losing their 
cattle, milk and time, it is ouly fair that the 
men should lose something, so they will let 
them lose their time. 


The Locomotive Engineers. 


NEW YORK, October 25.—At the National 
Convention of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers,’ to-day, discussion of ways and 
means for reutueing the assessment in the in- 


surance assoctation was carried on with the 
result of discovering a generai belief that the 
benefits were too large. Now a brother losing 
a limb or arm, his sight or hearing, receives 
$3,000, and in case of death Bia representative 
gets that amount.

LUKE K TAW 


The Remains of an Old Citizen found by 


a re 


The older residents of St. Louis will remer- 


ber that back in the forties there was an Epis- 
copal burial ground in the district now 
bounded by Ohio and California avenues, 
Caroline and La Salle streets. The march of 
improvement bas been through this conse- 
crated district. Streets and corner lots have 
replaced the winding paths and grassy mounds 
of the city of the dead. 

In making some excavations for pavement 
last week inthis district at the junction of 
Caroline street and California avenue the 
city workmen came upon a caved-in vault. 
The marbie slab that once had covered it had 
crumbied and fallen in. The walls were green 
with mold and dark with the stains of time. 
In the bottom of the vault was lying a pile of 


rotted wood and the skeleton of a 
man. The bones were carefully placed 
in a box and at the order 


of Health Commissioner Gen. Stevenson in- 
terred in potters’ field. Withthe bones and 
wood the half of a broken cross was found. It 
had evidentiy been the plate upon the casket 
which had enclosed the remains. An aimost 
ilievible inscription upon the plate read 
~~" Under direction of Gen. 
Stevenson search was made for the 
missing piece, which was found aftera time, 
and its almost defaced letters formed the 
word Lawless; beneath this was Septem- 
ber 12, 1846. 

The entire inscription was no sooner de- 
eiphered than Gen. Stephenson ordered the 
remains to be taken up and held 
for further orders. Luke E. La w- 
less bad been an old acquaintance. 
The older members of the bar remember bim 
as an able lawyer and an eminent jurist, at 
one time Judge of the Circuit Court of this 


city. 
The discovery of his remains was com- 


municated to Mr. Alex. Garesche, that 
the matter might be brought be- 
fore the Bar Association. This 


was done and there is a singular coincidence 
in the fact that upon the afternoon on which 
the funeral of Judge Horner occurs the bones 
of his predecessor of more than forty years be- 
fore will be laid to rest in permanent burial. 


DIVORCE-SEEKERS. 


Serious Allegations Against a Wife—A Medi- 
cal Practitioner’s Domestic Cloud.

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TO FILL VACANCIES. 


THE OBJECT OF THE DEMOCRATIC CENTRAL 
COMMITTEE MEETING TO-NIGHT. 


Candidates for Circuit Judge and Justices of 
the Peace to Be Nominated—The Circuit 
Judgeship Contest Between W. C. Mar- 
shall and L. B. Valliant—An Important 
Caucus of Candidates and Committeemen 
— J. H. Pohlman Working for Nat Frank 
Political Gossip. 


At8 o’clock this evening the Democratic 
City Central Committee will meet at Sixth and 
Chestnut streets and nominate a candidate for 
Circuit Judge to fill the yacancy caused by the 
death of Judge Wm. Horner. Among attorneys 
who have been favorably mentioned in con- 
nection with the nomination are Alex. Martin, 
W. O. Marshall, L. B. Valliant, E. B. Adams 
and J. M. Holmes. Ot these Judge Adams 


stated positively this morning that 
he was not and would not de 
* candidate before the committee. 


Judge Martin is quickly disposed of by his op- 
ponents, oh the ground that he is ineligible, 
by reason of being a resident of the county 
and not the city of St. Louis. Judge Martin’s 


friends say that he was never a candidate any 
way, and does not want the nomination. John 
Holmes, while a very able lawyer, 
is little known by politicians and has no fol- 
lowing in the Central Committee. The names 
of Chas. M Napton, Judge Chas. Hayden and 
other Democratic lawyers have also been given 
considerable prominence by their friends; 
but this morning members of the Central Com- 
mittee, with whom a POST-DISPATCH: reporter 
conversed, stated that the contest had reall 
narrowed down to Marshall and Valliant, wit 
the chances about three to one in iavor of the 
nomination of the former. The simple fact 
that such influential committeemen as Tom 
Wand, Jim Carroll and Chairman Joe Judge 
are working for Marshall is sufficient in itself 
to create a very strong impression among pol- 
iticians that Marshall will be the successful 
candidate. 

Last Saturday afternoon a very important 
caucus at which with few exceptions the can- 
didates on the Democratic ticket, and some 


ten or twelve members of 
the Democratic Central Committee 
were present was held in the real 


estate oflice of John Duffy on Eighth and Pine 
streets. Among the committeemen were 
Chairman Judge, Tom Wand, Jim Carroll, 
John Steffen, Mike Sullivan and Henry Huber. 
It is claimed by those who participated that 
the meeting was an entirely informal affair, 
and that nothing of importance was 
considered or acted upon; but the 
secrecy which is thrown about the proceed- 
ings leads to a contrary opinion, which ig 
strenethened by subsequent developments. 
To-day it was ascertuined that the caucus was 
the result of a desire on the part of members 
of the Central Committee to confer with the 
candidates on the ticket to obtain 
their views on the selection of a new candi- 
date. It was deemed advisable to give the 
candidates some sharein the naming of their 
associate and it was hoped that the caucus 
would recommend the name of some 
candidate for nomination. After a lengthy 
discussion, in which the situation was 
viewed in every possible light, the candidates 
finally decided to leave the entire matter to 
the Central Committee and the caucus broke 
up without taking any further action. 

Subsequently to last Saturday's 
caucus in informal discussions 
of candidacy of Messrs. Marshall 
and Valliant, a majority of the candidates on 
the Democratic ticket expressed preferences 
for Marshall, and the impression is gradually 
growing that, despite all statements to tne 
contrary, the caucus had before it the names 
of Marshall and Valliant, and that the result of 
acomparison of their relative merits was in 
Marshal's favor; leastwise Marshall is cer- 
tainly the strongest candidate to-day, and if 
the committeemen vote as they talk he will be 
nominated to-night. 

In the opinion of such attorneys as W. C. 
Marshall and Jas. L. Blair Gov. Marmaduke 
is authorized to make an appointment to fill 
Judge Horner’s unexpired term, which ex- 
tends over until January 1. A strong effort is 
being made to get up a little boom in Valliant’s 
interest for the appointment, but friends of 
the Governor are of the opinion that no 
appointment wit be made until after 
tLe election next Tuwsday, when the success- 
ful candidate will de ziven the place. Itis 
doubtiul that any good lawyer would sacrifice 
his practice for a two-morths’ term as judge, 
and the lawyers agree that to appoint 
a candidate before the election 
would place bim in a very embarrassing post- 
tion, for the reason that the ce would be 
worth nothing for the une pi term and the 
refusal of the appointment mighé injure his 
chances of election. 1 

The always valuable opinion of that emi- 
nent jurist, Hon. Michael K. MeGrath, on the 
question of the Governor’s authority In the 
matter, is contained in a telegram from 
Jefferson City this morning, in whieh 
the Secretary of State says the Governor has 
nothing todo with reference to filling Judge 
Horner’s vacancy, exceptgin so far as he may 
appoint a judge to serve from now until the 
vote is counted andthe vacancy filled by the 
election next Tuesday week. He savs should 
no election be held to fill the vacancy, and no 
person be voted tor, then the Court will only 
bave four Judges until next January, when 
the regular judge comes in. The Governor is 
not in the city and will not be for a week. 


Pohlman in the Field. 


The anti-Filley Republicans mention sig- 
nificantly that J. H. Pohiman, chairman of the 
old Filley Central Committee, is turning up 
with great frequency at Ninth Congressional 
District mass meetings and among 
Ninth District politicians, in the 
interest of Nathan Frank. Mr. Fohlman is a 
good Republican, but being a resident of the 
Eighth District, members of the Republican 
Central Committee and of the old Silk Stock- 


ing crowd are free to express the 
opinion that John’s spare cash 
and valuable ward work might be 


ut to good use in helping J. K. Cummings 
— of the political hole in which O Neill has 
put him. Pohlman managed the Republican, 
or rather the Filiey, slush fund in the McLean 
campaign, and being a strong Filley adherent 
his presence in the Ninth District gives color 
ti. the reports that hé is acting in a similar 
capacity in the Frank campaign. 


The O’Connell Indorsement. 


The indorsement of Pat O’Connell’s inde- 
pendent candidary for Justice of the Peace, by 
the Executive Committee of the Republican 
Central Committee, has created a great deal of 
dissatisfaction in the ranks of the Republican 

rty. 

Pounder the resolution of the committee an- 
thorizing the ward committeemen to nominate 
Justices and Constables, the action of the 
Executive Committee is final and cannot be 
overruled excepting by the reconsideration of 
the original resolution, which would rescind 
every nomination made by the Central 
Committee. While a number of the commit- 
teemen are opposed to the course pursued by 
the Kxecutive Committee, yet itis not proba- 
dle that the O'Connell indorsement will be 
disturbed in any way. John McFall said this 
morning that the indorsement would stand 
and would bring a great many Democratic 
voters to the Republican ticket.

Not a Bible in the City Hospital—The 
Evangelical Alliance Takes Action. 


The Evangelical Alliance held its regular 
monthly meeting this morning at the oid 
. M. C. A. building, Eleventh and Locust 
streets. Dr. Wilson being late, Rev. 


T. H. Haggert was  temporaril 
placed in the chair. bev. O. M. Martin — 
a prayer in opeving in which he denounced 
the prevailing Sabbath desecration. 

Dr. W. W. Boyd at once launched the Alli- 
ance into business by making some caustic 
remarks on the absence of Protestant pastors 
from the city institutions. He closed with a 
motion that the Chair appoint a committee 
* 1 all the denominations in the 
Alliance to select a chaplain to officiate at 
the citv institutions. 

Rev. William Harris of the Delmar Avenue 
Baptist Church called attention to the appall- 


ing fact related to him by the 
physician of the City Hospital that 
there was not a Bible in that hospital. 


Rev. J. B. Brandt wanted to know who that 
doctor is. Mr. Harris said he is a Christian 
gentleman. Mr. Brandt suggested that if that 
was the case he might remedy the evil a little 
himself. 
REV. DR. FELTON 

spoke in behaif of the hospital physician, 
whom he had seen this morning, and who had 
asked him to present the lukewarmness of 
the Protestants to the Alliance.

The secretary of war has informed the Treas- 
ury Department in regard to the action of the 
commanding officer of the division of the Pa- 
cific in issuing permits to land liquors in dif- 
ferent parts of Alaska, that hereafter no per- 
mits will be issued Oy the War Department for . 
the introduction of liquors into Alaska for use 
for medicinal, mechunical or scientific pur- 
poses. The collector of customs at Sitka, 
Alaska, has been notified accordingly. He is 
instructed, however, to permit the entry of 
wines for sacramental uses upon the presen- 
tation of proof that it is intended for no other 
purposet, 


Unjust Discrimination. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., October 25.—The Su- 
preme Court to-day rendered a decision in the 
case of the Wabash, St. Louis & Pacific Rail- 
road Company against the people of the 


State of Illinois, brought up on a writ of error 
from the Supreme Court of In- 
nois. The case was one of al- 
leged discrimination in violation of the 
State law of 1871, revised in 1873. The decision 
is in effect that the State law designed to regu- 
late charges cannot apply to inter-State traf- 
fic as such application would trench upon the 
constitutional powers of Congress and be a 
damaging restriction of the freedom ot traffic. 
The ruling of the Supreme Court of Illinois is 
reversed. Opinion by Justice Miller, Chief 
Justice, and Justice Bradley dissenting.

THE FRENCH DELEGATES TO THE BAR- 
THOLDI STATUE DEDICATION. 


M. Bartholdi and M. De Lesseps on Board— 
A Seaside Interview with the Great French 
Sculptor—Mr. Pulitzer’s Compliments—A 
Pleasant Trip—Delegates from France. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatcn. 

NEW YorK, October 25.—The steamship La 
Bretagne, having on board the French dele- 
gates to the dedication of the statue of Lib- 
erty, was sizhted off Fire Island at 5 o’clock 
yesterday. She was making good headway 
andtwo hours later crossed the bar. She 
would have left Havre a week ago last Satur- 
day, but owing to stormy weather was delayed 
until the nextday. Amid the good wishes of 
friends and the waving of handkerchicis she 
steamed away with her precious freight. The 
heavy seaafter the storm of Saturday made 
progress somewhat so, but clear skies and 
*av~rable wiuds followed tne steamer fcr the 

ofthe voyage. The usual pastimes were 
ulged in to while away the time 
a it wasa merrytrip for the passengers. 
any of the passengers crowded to the side of 
the vessel tosee the American shore, but the 
darkness soon closed in. At8:15 o'clock the 
vessel came to anchor off quarantine, and 
shortly afterwards the United States mail 
boat went alongside and took off the mails. 
As soon as the Post-office tug had left the Bre- 
tagne a boat came alongside with a reporter of 
the Wortp and hailed the ship. The great 
steamer was lying at an bor with the ebb. 
tide rushing by its iron sides. The triple row 
of ports were lit with electric lights which 
were shining on deck fore and aft. 
The whole ship was illuminated, as 
if in bonor of her distingulshed 
passengers. On deck the passengers crowded 
to the railon the starboard side of the ship, 
and looked in wonder at the row of electric 
lights sparkling like diamonds on the Brook- 
lyn bridge. A little group of the distinguished 
passengers stood on the bridge of the steamer, 
and tried, butin vain, to geta glimpse at the 
little island on which the great statue stands 
completed. 
MR. PULITZER TO M. BARTHOLDI. 
The WoRLD boat went alongside the ship, 


but the heavy sea made it tafpossry.e to make 
a landing. Capt. de Joplin of the Bretagne 
Came to the sliip’s rail/ and asked if the re- 
porter would come ou, board. The gang plank 
wus lowered, but after an attempt it was 
abandoned as the danger was too great to ad- 
mit ot a near approach to the ship's side. 
Capt. de Jonselin then asked if he could take 
a message to any of his guests. The reporter 
wrote the following note, which was boisted 
over the ship's side:

EFFORTS TO HEAL THE BREACH IN THE 
LIBERAL PARTY. 


Deficit in the Austrian Budget—Subscriptions 
to the Guarantee Fund of the Paris Inter- 
national Exposition—A Famous Art Col- 
lection—Sword of Honor for the Comte de 
Paris— Personal and Theatrical Chat. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch 

LONDON, October 2%.—John Bright, Glad - 
stone and Lord Rosebery have all written 
letters during the past week on the subject of 
healing the breach in the Liberal party. The 
correspondence is marked by the most con- 
ciliatory spirit, and steps have been taken to 
give practical effect to the sentiments therein 
expressed. Itisthe first time since the split 
occurred that there has been any reasonable 
prospect that the two gections of the party 
would unite. 

THE AUSTRIAN BUDGET. 

The Austrian budget for 1887 submitted to 
the Reichsrath by the Minister of Finance, Dr. 
Von Dunsajevski, on Friday last, puts the es- 
timated expenditure at 521,975,654 florins, and 
the expected revenue at 506,675,119 
florins, thus anticipating a deficit of 
16,299,554 florins. The deficit of last year 
amounted to 8,700,000 florins. The revenue 
derived from the income tax for 1836 has thus 
far shown a failing off of 697,000 florins. 4 part 
of the deficit for 1887 is aecounted for by antic- 
ipated expenditures of 7,560,000 florins for 
Government railways and 240,000 florins for 
equipping the military with the new repeating 
rifles. No proposal has been made as to how 
the deficiency isto be met, and it is ex- 


pected that a new loan will be asked for. In 
this manner the national debt of Austria, like 
that of almost every other European Govern- 
ment, is constantly increasing. 
THE PARIS INTERNATIONAL EXPOSITION. 

The subscriptions to tire Guarantee Fund, 
for the Paris International Exposition of 1889, 
have exceeded all expectation. The amount 


was origins ly fixed at 18, 000, 00 francs, bat 
there have already been suDscribed 
22,000,000 francs, the subecribers including 


capitalists, tradesmen, artisans and all other 
classes, showing that there is a widespread 
and patriotic interestin the enterprise. The 
Guarantee Fund of 1867 was only 18,000,000 
francs. whereas the city of Paris now alone 
subscribes thut amount.

BUSINESS. 

The fall trade last week passed the point 
| of greatest activity, but general business 
, is brisk and promises to continue 80 to the 
end of the year, if not throughout the 
winter. This week’s clearings of the 
principal cities fell & per cent below the 
aggregate of the preceding week, and for 
the first time in months failed to showa 
gain over the corresponding week of last 
year. Exchange is in our favor, and 
about $4,000,000 in gold are on the way 
hither from Europe. The railroads are 
busy, showing large gains over Octo- 
ber, 1885, and the demand for ton- 
nage on the lakes has doubled rates 
there. Cotton manufactures have ad- 
vanced and the mills are fully employed. 
The advance in wool is maintained. A 
further advance in iron has been estab- 
lished. with an upward tendency. THe 
iron and steel mills are pressed with 
orders. The demand for pig-iron has 
stimulated production and afforded a 
market for what promises to be the 
largest output of any year on record, and 
the demand is so much in excess of 
the supply of ore that we are now 
importing 100,000 tons a month. Cot- 
ton is going abroad at the rate of 
135,000 bales per week, and the present 
low prices of grain should mean that we 
will supply Europe with a very considera- 
ble part of her deficit of 240,000,000 bush- 
els. Cheap food and industrial activity 
together promise a good time for wage- 
workers while such conditions last. Con- 
fidence ina period of activity which will 
continue for several years is becoming 
general and is having a visible effect in 
stimulating enterprise and expanding 
the volume of business. In the South 
especially is this noticeable where in the 
last nine months there have been organ- 
ized 56 foundries and machine shops, 16 
iron-works, 8 agricultural implement 
factories, 114 mining and quarry enter- 
prises, 9 cotton mills, 19 furniture facto- 
ries, 71 flour mills and nearly 400 lumber 
and saw mills, besides water-works, 
electric light and gas companies and mis- 
cellaneous enterprises of other kinds.

A PALACE TRAGEDY. 

Something besides denials from the 
Czar’s Ambassadors is needed to discredit 
the story about his murdering Dg REv- 
TERN, one of his chamberlains who hap- 
pened to be the brother of the Grand 
Duke ALExis’ divorced wife. Until there 
is more trustworthy contradiction, the 
world will be inclined to credit a story 
which harmonizes so well with the known 
brutality of the present Czar’s character, 
and with the brutal and bloody history of 
his line back to Ivan the Terrible. 

A coarse and ferocious giant, bred in 
the nurture of such family traditions to 
wield the cruel sceptre of an absolute 
despotism, ‘‘tempered only by assassina- 
tion,” cannot be expected to improve the 
character or reputation of an autocracv 
which is the worst barbaric survival now 
enduring the light of the nineteenth 
century and the contact of wostern 
civilization. In the family of hie father, 
the emancipator of the serfs and 
the most humane of 9i1 the Czars, 
he saw his heartbroken mother com- 
pelled te endure iu her own court, 
in the presence of her children and 
under the eye of the whole world, the 
reign of his father’s mistress. The en- 
forced separation of ALExIS from his wife 
and the disgrace of her uncle, the Minis- 
ter of Finance, would, on the mimic 
stage, prepare the audience for the mur- 
der of her brother by the Czar’s own 
hand on any craven pretext of self-de- 
fense or sudden passion. 

It is of a piece with the kidnapping of 
Bulgaria’s ruler, The present Czar’s 
reign bids fair to be a copy of all that was 
worst in the character and methods of the 
monsters of medieval history.

The au- 
thor’s long residence at Washington, his du- 
ties as Government clerk, his journalistic ex- 
perience and bis social relations all combine. 
to qualify him for the task of preparing a de- 
lightful book of recollections. 

The following extract relates to early hotel 
accommodations and rates in Washington: 


When Congress first met at Washington there 
was but one hotel there and one in George. 
town, others were, however, soon erected, 
and fifty-eight years ago there were half a 
dozen. * * * The expense of living at the 
Indian Queen was not great. The price of 
board was $1.75 per day, $10 per week, or $35 
ag month. Transient guests were charged 

cents for breakfast, the same for 
supper, and 75 cents for dinner. Brandy 
and whisky were placed on the dinner 
table in decanters to be drunk by the guests 
without additional charge therefor. A bottle 
of real old Madeira, imported into Alexandria, 
was supplied fer $3; sherry, brandy and gin 
were $1.50 per bottle, and Jamaica rum, $l. 
* „ » On the Fourth of July, the 22d of Feb- 
ruary. Landlord Brown would concoct foam- 
ing egg-nug ina mammoth punch-bowl once 
owned by Washington, and the guests were 
all invited to partake. 


John Randolph’s irritable temper is illus- 
trated with this opening extract from a 
speech, which he delivered in the Senate 
when John C. Calhoun was Vice-President, 
and consequently presiding officer of that 
body: 

Mr. Speaker, I mean Mr. President of the 


Senate and would-be President of the United 
States, which God in his infinite mercy avert! 


The following is told of Senator Tazewell: 


Senator Tazewell, Mr. Randolph's colleague, 
was a first-class Virginia obstructionist and an 
avowed hater of New England. Dining one 
day at the White House he provoked the Pres- 
ident (Adams) by offensively asserting that 
he had never known a Unitarian 
who did not believe in the sea-serpent.’’ 
Soon afterward Mr. Tazewell spoke of the 
different kinds of wines, and declared that 
Tokay and Rhenish were alike in taste. ‘‘Sir,’’ 
said Mr. Adams, ‘‘I do not believe that you 
ever drank a drop of Tokay in your life. For 
this remark thé President Ss sent 
an apology to Mr. Tazewell, but the Virginia 
Senator never forgot or forgave the remark. 


The change of an important custom about 
the year 1827 is thus described: 


Ladies had been excluded from the galleries 
of the House originally, in accordance with 
British precedent. But one night ata party a 
lady expressed her regret to Hon. Fisher 
Ames ot Massachusetts that she could not 
hearthe arguments, especially his speeches. 
Mr. Ames gallantly replied that he 
knew of no reason why ladies should not hear 
the debates. ‘‘Then,’’ said Mrs. Langdon, it 
you will let me know when next you Intend to 
speak, I will make up a party of ladies and we 
will go and hear you. The notice was given, 
the ladies went, and since then Congressional 
orators have alweys had fair hearers--with 
others perhaps not very fair. 

This of Gen. Jackson: 

When the Twenty-first Congress assembled 
onthe 7thof December, 1829 Gen. Jackson 
sent in his first annual message, which nat- 
urally attracted some attention. Meeting his 
old and intimate friend, Gen. Armstrong, the 
next day, the President said: Well, Bob, 
what do the people say of my message?’’ 
They say,’’ replied Gen. Armstrong, that 
it is first rate, but nobody believes that you 
wrote it. Well, good-naturedly replied 
Ola Hickory, ‘‘don’t I deserve us much credit 
for picking out the man who could write it?’’ 


The subject of society letters sent from 
Washington is not neglected: 


The first ‘‘Society Letters,’’ as they are 
calied, written from Washington were by Na- 
thaniel P. Willis to the New York Mirror. 
Willis was at that time a foppish, siender 
oung man, with a profusion o yeh: light 
air, and was always dressed in the height of 
fashion, He bad, while traveling in Europe, 
mingled with the aristocratic classes, and he 
affected to look down upon the masses; 
but with all his snobbishness he had a 
wonderful facul for endowing triflin 
occurrences with interest. * * * Willis 
first introduced steel pens at Washington, 
having brought over from England some 1 
those made by Joseph Gillott, at Birmingham. 
Before this, goose-quill pens had been exciu- 
sively used, and there was ineach House of 
Congress and in each Department, a pen- 
maker, who knew what dexree of flexibility 
and breadth of point each writer desired. 

One day Messrs. Van Buren and Wright 
called upon President Jackson and urged the 
removal of Gen. Van Rensselaer from the 
Albany Post-office, the incumbent being a 
strong Federalist. In response to Mr. 
Wright’s urgent request, the President re- 
plied: , 

I take the consequences, sir; I take the con- 
sequences.

; Henry Clay is described in the act of speak- 
ng: 


His oratory was persuasive and spirit-stir- 
ring. The fire of bis bright eyes and the sunny 
smile which lighted up his countenance, added 
to the attractions of his unequaled voice, 
which was equally distinct ard clesr whether 
ut ita highest key or lowest whisper—rich, 
musical, captivating. His action was the spon- 
taneous offspring of the passing thought. He 
gesticulated all over. The nodding of his 
head, hung on along neck, bis arms, hands, 
fingers, feet, and even his s ectacles, his 
snuff- box, and nis pocket-handkerchief 
aided bim in debate. He stepped forwar 
and backward, and from the right to the left 
with effect. Every thought spoke; the whole 
body had its story to tell, and added to the 
attractions of his able argument:

~ NAVAL SMUGGLING. 


— 


STARTLING DISCLOSURE BY AN EX-COR- 
PORAL OF THE MARINE CORPS. 


How the United states Steamer Saratoga 
Brought Overa Cargo of Goods for High 
Officials at Washington-—The Ship’s Stores 
Broken Open to Make Room for Smuggled 
Goods—Dodging the Customs Officials. 


New YorK, October 25.—A Washington spe- 
cial tothe WORLD says: Although the promi - 
nent officials in the Navy Department have 
made light of the recent disclosures of smug- 
gling by naval officers as brought to light by 
the seizures of the Saratoga, the rank and file 
in the service know that the apologies by cer- 
tain officers of high rank are made 
merely to mislead the Secretary of the 
Navy and the public, and prevent unpleasant 
disclosures. Seamen und marines, who have 
been on European voyages and think they can 
talk without fear of detection, view the case 
very differently. An ex-corporal of the 
Marine Corps, who resigned in 1882, and who 
is now in business in this city, gave a reporter 
the following chapter on smuggling in the 
navy as it came under his own observation: 

SMUGGLING IN THE NAVY. 

n 1880 I served on board the United States 
ship Saratoga, in a subordinate capacity, 
while the vessel made a European cruise for 
the purpose of instructing Admiral Luce’s ba- 
dies in the art of seamanship. The opinion 
generally expressed, however, by the crew, 
upon our arrival in the Mediterranean, was 
thut the Saratoga was sent across to Bring 
home a cargo of goods belonging to high offi- 
cialsin Washington. Atthe navalpay station 
at Villafranca, we took on board guite a cargo 


of carpets, rugs, etc., purchased by persons 
on the station and sent to Viilafranca for stor- 
age, and which were marked, ‘Secretary 
Thompson.’ Gloves, silks, laces, etc., were 
purchased in large quantities, packed in 
seuled metal boxes and waterproof paper. In 
fact, purchases were made so extensively that 
we began to think we represented some mer- 
cantile house rather than the United States.

FUNERAL OF THE LAT JUDGE WI. H. 
HORNER TO-DAY. 


Services at St. George’s Episcopal Church, 
Conducted by Rev. Dr. Robert — Pall- 
Bearers and Attendants—City Offices and 
Courts Closed Out of Respect for the De- 
ceased. 


The funeral of the late Cirouit Judge Wm. 
H. Horner took place to-day from St. George’s 
Church at 2:80 p. m. The assembled friends and 
colleagues of the deceased met at the family 
residence, 2304 Pine street. No services were 
held at the house, but at the ap- 
pointed time the pall-bearers took 
the casket containing the remains, 
which wus heavily laden with floral tributes, 
from its place in the parlors to 
the hearse.

AMUSEMENTS. 


A COMBINATION OF NEW PLAY, NEW STAR, 
NEW AUTHOR. 


Robert B. Mantell in “‘Tangled Lives”—A 
Strong Play Admirably Presented—Kate 


Forsyth’s Opening Performance — Other 
4 ent Notes.

A new play by a new American author pos- 
sesses much interest for intelligent Americans. 
The demand for American plays is of recent 
birth, and the literary strivings of the country 
have only recently entered the dramatic field 
with any degree of earnestness. Now and 
then a play bas been written by an American 
dealing with home life, but such successful 
plays are few. This interest attaches in a 
large degree to ‘‘Tangied Lives, Mr. John 
W. Keller's play, in which Mr. Robert B. Man 
tell appeared at the Olympic last night. Mr. 
Keller lays his scenes in New York, and bases 
his plot on the marriage law of the State The 
play is, therefore, a thorough home product. 

The first performance here drew out an ex- 
cellent audience, and the reception accorded 
the star, the company and the play was en- 
thusiastic. Itis seldom that the same degree 
of enthusiasm is aroused by stars of long 
standing and high favor. Mr. Mantell was 
called out after each of the last three acts, and 
twice after the third act with his entire com- 
pany. 

This reception was merited in large degree. 
The piay claims one’s attention from the first 
act, and excites an interest which increases 
with each succeeding act, and is sustained 
until the fall of the curtain. While itis not 
without faults it has remarkably strong points. 
The lines are bright, well written, and are fre- 
quently witty. There is sometimes & pungency 
and pith and a cleverness of repartee in the 
dialogue which is extremely entertaining. The 


treatment of the theme is vigorous, and 
whatever fault there may be in construction 
it does not lie in strength of motive, contin- 
uity nor in the briskness of action. So far from 
this, the fault, if any, is a tendency to slur 
opportunities for the development of charac- 
ters or situations or to pass over points that 
might be made more effective, in order to 
avoid the slightest suggestion of drag or slow- 
ness in the action ofthe drama. There is an 
impression that the love scenes between Ray- 
mond Garth and Edith Ainsley might be 
strengthened so as to give her a stronger hold 
on the sympathies of the audience. The 
character of Josephus Howson isa fine one, 
admirably treated, but it might be made much 
stronger and might be given splendid situa- 
tions. Again in the last act there appears to 
be some incongruity in the placing of Edith 
behind a screen to hear the lefense of Ray- 
mondand to bring Helen into the Ainsley 
mansion just at the right time for a final scene 
with Raymond and the denouement. These 
are minor matters, however, and are over- 


dalanced by excellencies. The first act is in- 


troductory and is not of much inter- 
est. Raymond Garth, who is joined 
. a mutual understanding to a 
woman who has fascinated him by her beauty, 
meeta Edith Ainsiey, acharming girl whose 
lite he has saved. He loves her, but feels 
bound in honor to the woman he regards as 
his wife. 

The second act gives a glimpse of Bohemia 
in New York. It is a clever idea cleverly 
treated. The scene is laid in the apartments 
ot Raymond Gartn, and the characters are the 
free and easy people who are kind at heart aud 
maybe gvod in fact, but have little regard for 
form. The act is full of comedy, a large amount 
of which is furnished by ‘*Aunt Eliza, 
whom one of the characters describes as the 
godmother of all the world. The character is 
a sketch which is exceedingly bright and en- 
tertaining. Raymond Garth, chafing under 
the bonds which hoids him to Helen and 
ashamed of the relations existing between 
them, comes home and urges a reguiar mar- 
riage ceremony on the woman who, knowing 
that she bas a busband living, but unknown to 
Raymond, rejects the offer, and the curtain 
goes down on a strong situation. 

The next act opens on a fine bit of comedy, 
and Raymond, believing that Helen is dead, 
tells the story of his past and &ffers his hand to 
Edith, who accepts him. At this moment the 
two are confronted by Helen, and Raymond, 
borror-stricken at her apparent return from 
the dead and driven to despair, acknowledges 
that she is his wife. 

The last act aiso contains a charming bit of 
comedy and finds Edith suffering from the 
destruction of her hopes. Raymond has re- 
signed himself to his fate. A final scene 
takes place between him and Helen 
and Howson, who has devoted himself to ex- 
tricate his friend from his entangiement, dis- 
covers that Helen has a husband living, and 
uncovers her schemes to the happy ending of 
the plot. The situation at the close is full of 
dramatic strength. 

Here is a play with an interesting story, well 
told, several characters admirably sketched, 
and several powerful situations. These ele- 
ments are sufficieat to condone fora lack of 
finish now and then and a few faults which are 
not glaring nor unpleasant. There is running 
through it a thread of worldly philosophy 
which is not always orthodox, but which is 
frequently entertaining. 

Mr. Mantell as Raymond Garth, a man of 
high sense of honor, and placed in situations 
demanding strong powers of emotional ex- 

ression, sustains the character splendidly. 

e is reposeful and intense in his strong 
seenes, rising always to the height of dramatic 
power required of him and investing the char 
acter with a manliness and dignity which 
command attention and sympathy. His 
22 of horror and despair in the third act 

thriliing. 

Miss Eleanor Carey has a strong part in 
Helen Garth, which is personally suited to 
her and which she bandles with skill and 
effective strength. An excellent character is 
that of Josephus Howson, a man of the world 
and friend of Raymond, which is cleveriy 
taken by Mr. Nelson Wheateraft. Mr. B. T. 
Ringgold is good as Hermann Foster. Louise 
Eldridge makes a capital part of Aunt 
Eliza. Miss Effie M. Shannon, while she 
is sweet and ingenuous as Edith Ainsley, is 
lacking in sufficient emotional power to make 
the part strong. A neat piece of work is done 
by Miss Marie Sheidon as June Wilton. Messrs. 

F. Blande and Archie Lindsay illustrate the 
youth and age of dudedom in an entertaining 
way, and the cast generaily is evenly good.
